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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed after final amendment filed on 5-27-03 has not been entered 
because it raises new issues that would require further consideration. Specifically, the 
proposed amendments require that the label is preshaped prior to the processing steps 
of the method claims and require that the movable pneumatic transfer element be 
capable of reshaping the folded flat label into a rolled unflatened configuration, which 
were not required by the prior claims. The amendments also extensively reword the 
claims, which would require extensive reconsideration with regard to the exact meets 
and bounds of each claim. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5-27-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant's arguments are directed towards claimed limitations in the 
proposed after final amendment filed 5-27-03, and are thus irrelevant as the proposed 
after final amendment has not been entered because it raised new issues (see 
paragraph 1).
